She advocated a closer relationship 
between the school and the home with 
especial reference to the work done 
in the Primary grades. The organiza- 
tion of Mothers’ meetings, where the 
mothers might learn just what the 
teachers were trying to accomplish 
would result in the mutual helpfulness 
of the school and the home. 


While a great deal had been done 
in Edmonton ia building large schools 
there was still much to be accomplish- 
ed in the way of providing accommo- 
dation, Overcrowded rooms were cer- 
tainly ‘not sanitary. 


Mrs. Hill urged the extension of 
the work in manual training and do- 
mesti¢ science. Such arrangements 
fhould te made as to give all the pu- 
pils the benetit of this training. 


A beginning should be made in the 
establishment of what are known as 
pre-vocational schools, A hoy or gir! 
not yet ready to leave school but with- 
out any intention of completing the 
full course is given an opportunity for 
(raining in some occupation while stiil 
pursuing for part of the day the usual 
course in general subjects. 

The work in the technical school 
should be largely extended. Mrs. Hii) 
pointed out that in the natural course 
of events Alberta will be « manufac- 
turing province as well as an agricul- 
tural one. Skilled workmen in all 
trades would be needed, The old ap- 
prentice system is passing away and 
young men are seeking opportunity to 
fit themselves for rising in their chosen 
work, The technical school, with its 
night classes, provides this opportuni- 
ily. To mabe this opportunity as wide 
as possible the schoo! board should 
seek 10 co-operate with representa- 
fives from the various trades. 

Lastly, Mrs. Hill pointed out the 
necessity of a proper training in lan- 
guage—-not only for the children but 
also for the older people.
